f‘MLURE OF 0. ROGOWAY. -

His Disappearance—Attachment of
Furniture Stock and Accounts.

It would seem that the Rogoway
furniture store which was conduct-
ed at the northeast corner of Sec-
ond Monroe is dead beyond any
hope of resurrection by the late
proprietor.

Nearly two weeks ago Mr. Rog-
anay took his departure trom Cor-
vallis with the understanding
among bis friends that he wonld
return ina day or two. When,
however, he did not return fora
week it became generally known
that he was swamped financially

and that his return atany time was
bevond the range of probability.
Mrs. Rogoway bravely held the
fort, hoping the while that her hus-
band o1 somebody might come to
the reliet with financial reinforce-
ments, but after the lapseof a week
of torture from small creditors she
abandoped the situation and went
to Portland, where it is understood
she has well-to-do relatives. Ina
letter to a Corvallis friend Mrs.
Rogoway states that she had up to
that time failed to locate her hus—
band.

Last Monday morning a note as
follows was placed onthe front door
of the Rogoway establishment by
Sheriff Burpett:—**Notice is here-
by given that all goods in the with-
In building are attached and aie
under my control as Sheriff of Ben-
ton county, Oregon.”” The attach-
ment was made at the instance of
Mrs. C. Baum of Portland, who
has entered suit to recover om a
note for $500 elleged to he due
her from Rogoway. Wednesday
another attachment was placed on
the contents ofthestore and a num-
ver of accounts by Veal & Son of
Albany, for $62.

An examination of the only ac-
count book brought to light by
the sheriff, disclosed the fact that
about ten pages had been cut from
among those bearing  accounts.

There may or ‘may not be sig-
nificance attached to the missing
pages. Amounts appearing on the
| books as due the house - are small
| and cannot be of much wvalue in
settling itsindebtedness. The val-
ue of the furniture stock is estimat-
ed at from $400 to §500.

Mr. Rogoway began business
here last fall in the face of the fact
that there were already two large
furniture stores in the city, and it
seems that he could not success-
fully compete with them either
from the lack of capital or business
acumen. For some time previons
to his departure, Mr. Rogoway
was tardy in settling his bills, and
there are a number of Corvallis
people, who mourn the total loss
probably, of small accounts against
him.

Irleh Packet. There is a city
which is tossed about many times a
year by earthguskes, but which is
not terrified or damaged by them.

It is the City of Mexico. Nearly
once a month it has severe shocks
of earthquakes, but none of them
does more damage than sloppiog
weter ont of the fountaics in the
parks or the soup out of the plates
of dinera.

In the first place, all but two or
three of the buildingsof importance
are of concrete, with walls from
thres to elx feet in thickpees. The
cellingsare always of tightly stretch-
ed cloth, stifftn-d with starch and
kalgomined to lock like plaster. If
they were of lath and plester they
would come tumblicg down on the
heads of the inhabitunts at the first
blow ot the gi:nt under ground.

But the principsal reason for the
safety of the city is that it rests on
a bed of mad. There are no cel'ars
for the soil is too wet. It 1= «bout
15 feet thick, them comes s strata
of cupglomerate rcck (kro#n tooal-
ly as ‘‘repetate”) about 18 feet
thick, and below there is a bed of
mud the bottom of which has never
been fathomed.

When the “trembler” comes the
ground heaves like the long ewells
of the deep seas for 90 eeconds or
two minutes. A few hours later
there is a second, but much milder
shock. and then a siason of peace
for days or weeke.

The valley of Mexico, in which
the City of Mexicoe is built, was an
Iaccient lake bed. Indeed, oow part
of it is covered with weter and the
city ie some feet lower tbhan the lev-
el of theie exieting remnants of the
former great lakes.

Alexander von Humbolt exprees-
ed the opinion when he visited Mexi-
co thet earthquakes would never
desiroy it, but that some day its
weight would ocanse {t to break
through the crust of “tepetate” and
be engulfed in the unfathomable
mud beneath. In thoee daye the
city had a population of not mors
than 75,000, Now its population
numbers 500,000 souls, aod the
weight of the buildinge resting on
the frail crust has ccrrespondingly
increased.
